Carter H. Harrison, and Mrs. Heaton 
Geier of this city. When Mrs. Harrison 
mashed the door leading from the café into 
Swain hall of the Annex, she cried: 

“There's a crazy man, a lunatic; he is 
shooting 

Wr. Shayne, who was struck by two bul- 
ts, Was taken at once to a room in the 
Wel, where he was attended by Dr. Ham- 
mond, the house physician, and later by Dr. 
Nicholas Senn, who said that his patient 
bed a chance of recovery unless blood pols- 
oping set in. 

Hammond, who made no attempt to es- 
cape, was locked up in the Harrison Street 
Nation He declined to make a statement.

IS Helped to His Room. 

Frank Scott, ticket agent at the Annex, 
was the first to go to the assistance of Mr. 
Shayne. Attracted by the reports of the 
revolver he ran through the lobby to where 
Hammond was standing at the entrance. 
Looking in he saw Mr. Shayne lying pros- 
trate on the floor. No oné else was in the 
big room. He ran to his side and helped him 
to his-feet. With the assistance of an-. 
other man the victim was led to the ele- 
vator and taken to a room, where he was 
undressed and a hasty examination of his 
wounds was made. 25 

Dr. Hammond, the house physician, w 
at once called in and he telephoned for Dr. 
Nicholas Senn. Former Judge A. A. Good- 
rich and W. A. Vincent, Mr. Shayne’s at- 
torneys, who also were the attorneys for 
Mrs. Hammond in her suit for divorce, were 
likewise summoned. 

Mr. Shayne made his will, the beneficiaries 
being his brother, C. C. Shayne of New 
Tork; hts son, Roy Merriweather Shayne, 
now a student at Cornell University, and 
the manager of his State street store. : 

Preparations were also made for taking an 
ante-mortem statement, but later it was 
decided that his condition was not suf- 
ficiently critical to necessitate this step. 


; Told by an Eye Witness. 

At the table next to that where Mr. Shayne, 
and his party were seated four persons were 
just beginning to enjoy a luncheon when 
Hammond entered the room. The members 
of this party were Mr. and Mrs. W. S. Smyth 
and Mrs. E. H. Taylor of this city, and Miss 
Knapp of Moers, N. v. 

When the first shot was fired; which caused 
& panic among the patrons of the café and 
sent men and women scurrying to the doors 
for escape, Mrs. Smyth and Miss Knepp sat 
still at their table. Mr. Smyth and Mrs. 
Taylor fled without hesitation, but their com- 
panions apparently were robbed of the power 
to move by the suddenness of the shock. 
They saw all that happened after the first 
sharp report, which drew the attention of 
every one in the room. They did not seem to 
realize their possible danger from stray bul- 
lets till Hammond had@ stopped firing and the 
peril was past. 

Last evening the women of Mr. Smyth’s 
party were all suffering more or less from 
the nervous excitement caused by thetragic 
scene of which they had been unwilling wit- 
nesses, but one of them consented to give 
THE TRIBUNE the story of what had taken 
place, as she recalled it. This is what she 
Said: 

We had been sitting at our table only a 
few minutes and our first course had just 
been brought to us when Mr. Shayne and the 
members of his party came in and took seats 
at the next table. We didn’t know then 
who any of them were, at least I didn’t, and 
paid no particular attention to them until 
we heard a report that we thought at first 
was some sort of an explosion, followed at 
once by the sound of crashing glass. 


Guests Run Like Sheep. 

When we looked up to see what was the 
matter I didn’t grasp the situation at first. 
I saw the women in Mr. Shayne’s party rise 
hastily, nearly overturning the table and 
scattering glasses and dishes on the floor in 
doing so. They ran away as fast as they 
could, and by this time nearly every one in 
the room was running. The men ran like 


waiters were all out of sight in no time. 
Two of our party ran with the rest, but one 
of the other women and myself sat still. I 
guess we were too frightened to run. 
“Then I saw Mr. Shayne get up from the 


pening. There stood a man right behind 
Mr. Shayne and with a pistol in his hand 
pointed right at him. I knew then it was a 
shot I had heard instead of an explosion. 

* 


Face of a Fiend. 

„Mr. Shayne moved quickly. He walked, 
or almost ran, around the table at which he 
had been sitting to the side opposite the man 
with the pistol. Then he suddenly dropped 
on his hands and knees and crawled right 
under the table. I didn't hear him say 
anything. 

„Somebody cried out, He's crazy! He's 
crazy!’ meaning the man with the pistol, I 
suppose. I guess that frightened every one 
worse, for they thought he was crazy and 
might shoot anybody that happened to be 
around. But the man didn’t look crazy to 
me, nor did he act as though he were either 
crazy or excited. . 

„ He moved slowly and deliberately. I | 
mever saw such a look on a man’s face be- 
fore in my life. He had the face of a fiend, 
as white as a sheet, and with a wicked look 
in his eyes. He walked right up to the table 
under which Mr. Shayne was hiding, took 
deliberate aim, and fired two more shots at 
the man under the table. I couldn’t tell 
if the first shot hit Mr. Shayne or not, but it 
seemed to me impossible that either of those 
last shots missed. 

„He didn’t shoot any more, and it seemed 
funny, but he didn’t try to run away. He 
backed away from the table towards the 
door, moving slowly and holding the pistol 
in his hand right straight eut in front of him. 
Then he stopped. He needn't have stopped. | 
None of the men tried to stop him. I be- 
lieve he could have gone clear out into the 
middle of the street, and not one of those 
men would have tried to catch him. 


Held Out His Pistol. 3 

But when he got near the door he stood 
still and held the pistol out as if he wanted 
some one to take it. No one took it and he 
stepped up to a table and laid it down. Then 
the men took him away to the office, and I 
guess he staid there till the police came. I 
didn’t see him any more. 

„As soon as he quit shooting, the woman 
with me at the table got up and went to Mr. 
Shayne. She said: ‘Are you hurt?’ and he 
answered, ‘I’m dead. I've been shot three 
times.” Then she asked him if he knew who 
the man was that shot him, and he said: 
‘It must have been Harry Hammond.’ She 
tried to push away the table so he could get 
up, but she couldn't move it. 

„Ot course, we didn’t know anything 
about any trouble between the two men until 
we heard more about it afterwards. 

It made us all so nervous we didn’t stay 
to eat much more. There at the next table 
was the cloth with two holes burned through 
it, the man had stood so close when he fired 
under the table. We saw the doctor come 
and take care of Mr. Shayne. Then we 
went home.“ ‘ 

The two women who remained at the ta- 
ble, too confused to stir, were Mrs. Smyth 
and Miss Knapp. The latter will leave to- 
day for her home in New York. 


Nature of the Wounds. 

The surgeons declare Mr. Shayne’s fate 
depends on the way he withstands the ef- 
fects of the second, bullet that Hammond 
fred. According to both Dr. Hammond and 
Dr. Senn, if sepsis does not result from this 
wound and the effects of the 38-caliber bul- 
let spill buried in his body, there are excel- 
lent chances of recovery. Dr. Senn, who 
has charge of the case, refused to permit 
any more probing after the instrument had 
failed to locate the bullet at a depth of four 
inches, and dependence will be placed in the 
X ray, which Dr. Senn thinks will easily 
find the leaden ball. 

The third bullet plowed a hole through the 
right thigh, just grazing the femur. This 
wound is trivial as compared with the other. 
The first bullet was found buried in the chair 
where Mr. Shayne sat. It did not strike

ABDUCTED CHICAGO CHILD RR. 
COVERED AT PAINESVILLE, 0. 


Identification Complete and Boy Now 
in His Mother's Possession—Arrest 

- of Abductors, an Aged Couple Liv- 
ing on Farm Near the Town—Mis- 
use of Little Prisoner—Mrs. Lapiner 
Attacke Captor—Their Motive Un- 


{BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

Painesville, O., March 21.—[Special.J— 
Gerald Lapiner, the 3-year-old son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Louis Lapiner, 4835 Prairie ave- 
nue, Chicago, who was abducted on Decora- 
tion day last year from the sidewalk in front 
of his home, has at last been located. and his 
abductors, a man aged 70 years and a wom- 
an aged 51, have been placed under arrest. 

The mother is here, and has taken charge 
of the child. The abductors are locked up 
at the county jail, pending a preliminary 
hearing, which will be acorded them to- 
morrow morning probably. 


Woman Formerly in an Asylum. 
Mrs. Ann M. Ingersoll is the name of the 


woman and Collins that of the man. The 


woman is not of the best reputation, and 
eight years ago was in an insane asylum. 
They abducted the boy while on their way 
from California to Painesville. They have 
kept him on the farm ever since, and from 
the little fellow’s appearance have not lav- 
ished much care on him. . 

Mrs. Lapiner made two attempts to chok 
and sheot the woman who stole her boy, but 
was prevented by the officers. 

The search for the boy has been pursued 
day and night since he disappeared His 
father ran down dozens of clews and spent 
thousands of dollars in the hunt, which 
ended so happily today. The’’ clew came 
on Monday, when Mrs. Lapiner received a 
telegram from Deputy Sheriff A. T. May of 
Painesville, saying he believed he had lo- 
cated the missing boy, and suggesting that 
some member of the family come to Paines- 
ville to identify the child. Accordingly Mrs. 
Lapiner arrived at Painesville on Tuesday 
morning, where she was met by the Deputy 
Sheriff. May and Mrs. Lapiner drove to the 
farm of Mrs. Ann M. Ingersoll, a mile anda 
half from town, where the boy was found 
and identified by Mrs. Lapiner as her child. 


Like an Arabian Nights Tale. 

The events surrounding the finding of the 
boy make a story like a page from the 
Arabian Nights. Painesville is a village of 
9,000 inhabitants, and is 800 miles east of 
Cleveland. Two weeks ago Miss O. C. Fer- 
ris, a young woman resident, read in a Cin- 
cinnati paper a story of the disappearance of 
Gerald Lapiner. The description of the boy 
tallied with that of a boy she had noticed on 
Mrs. Ingersoll’s farm. With Mrs. Ingersoll 
lived John Colline, a man 70 years of age, 
who represented himself as the father of a 
little boy whom he had with him. Miss Fer- 
riss divulged her suspicions to her brother. 

After correspondence with the Chicago po- 
lice the opinion grew stronger that the boy 
was Gerald Lapiner. On Monday morning 
Deputy Sheriff May telegraphed to Mrs. La- 
piner. She arrived as already stated. 


Efforts to Hide the Boy. 
Sheriff St. John preceded the party to the 
farm, which is located a mile and a half 
from the center of the town. He was met 
at the door by Mrs. Ingersoll. He engaged 


her in conversation until a carriage contain- 


ing Mrs. Lapiner and the Deputy Sheriff 
approached. For some reason Mrs. Inger- 
soll manifested alarm and ran into the 
house, tocking the door. The Sheriff forced 
it open and pursued Mrs. Ingersoll into an 
up-stairs room, where he found the little 
chap. 

A neighbor tried to prevent Mrs. Lapiner 
and the Deputy from entering the house, 
but they rushed by him and in less than a 
minute the mother had the long lost boy in 
her arms. 

My boy! My boy!” she cried, and then, 
dropping on her knees, she began to thank 
God for the recovery of her youngest born. 


Mrs. Lapiner Attacks Child’s Keeper. 

A moment later her tear-dimmed eyes 
happened to alight on Mrs. Ingersoll, who 
stood with arms folded, smiling sardonically 
at the reunion. Dropping the baby, Mrs. 
Lapiner jumped at the old woman, seized her 
by the throat, and but for the interference 
of the Sheriff would have done her serious 
bodily injury. 

Then Mrs. Lapiner tried to get a revolver 
from May's pocket, swearing she would 
kili Mrs. Ingersoll. 

Mrs. Ingersoll js a slightly bullt woman 51 
years of age. She has a husband living in 
this town, but they separated ten years ago. 
Eight years ago ehe was an inmate of the 
State Hospital as an insane patient. Two 
years ago she left the village and went to 
Los Angeles, where she remained until June. 
It was there she met Collins, and together 
they went to Chicago. 

If the woman is really demented this may 
explain the child/s abduction. The prison- 
ers are confined in the county jail, where they 
were visited by THE TRIBUNE correspondent. 

Mrs. Ingersoll insisted that the child be- 
longed to Collins. The latter finally relent- 
ed and denied that the child was his own. He 
said that Mrs. Ingersoll got the child from 
some place in the West. 

Her own son, who is 22 years old, has not 
been living at home. About two years ago 
Mrs. Ingersoll took a child from an orphan 
asylum in Cleveland. One day she threat- 
ened to kill the child, which became fright- 
ened and jumped out of a second-story win- 
dow, receiving fatal injuries. 

The description of the woman by whom 
the boy was taken fits Mrs. Ingersoll, and 
there now seems little doubt she is the person 
who abducted him. 

Early in June Mrs. Ingersoll and Collins 
came to Painesville with the boy. In re- 
sponse to questions Mrs. Ingersoll sald that 
the boy was the son of Collins, and nothing 
more was thought of it until Miss Ferris read 
the eccount of the disappearance of the little 


fellow. 
Gerald Badly Treated. 
The boy has been badly treated. His 
clothing is in rags and it is apparent he has

Mrs. Lapiner, in speaking of the affair, said: 
I recognized my boy in a moment, but to 
be positive, I asked the officer to make a 
search of the premises. He found the shoes, 
cap, and the cloak which Gerald wore the 
day he @isappeared. The first thing I did

Mrs. Lapiner said that Mrs. Ingersoll and 
Collins would be prosecuted to the full ex- 
tent of the law. 

Mrs. Lapiner was unable to assign any 
motive for the stealing of the child. She 
said that when she asked Mrs. Ingersoll 
why she had stolen the child she refused to 
answer the question. It was learned from 
another source that Mre. Ingersoll had 
been in Chicago for a few days last Octo- 
ber, but for what purpose it was impossible 
to learn. Mrs. Lapiner, when questioned, 
said she kad never seen either Mrs. Ingersoll 
or Collins, and that she had no recoliection 
of ever receiving a letter from Mrs. Inge 
or Collins relative to the child. . 7

child’s father, Louis Lapiner. in the form of 
a telegram from his wife at Painesville. 
The message read: 

Gerald is safe. It is our boy. 

The earliest intimation the boy might be 
in Painesville had come, however, in a let- 
ter sent to the Chicago Postoffice from the 
Ohio town, and dated March 18. The letter 
was opened by Assistant Postmaster Hub- 
bard, and read as follows: 

Dear Sir—Please send me the given name and 
address of Mr. Lapiner, father of Gerald Lapiner, 


the little boy who was kidnaped in Chicago last 


May. Very truly, F. D. FERRISS, P. O. Box 135, 
Painesville, Lake County, O. 

It was this letter that led to the departure 
of Mrs. Lapiner for Fainesville. It devel- 
oped later the information came from a Miss 
Ferriss, who had been interested in the case 
from the beginning. 

Mr. Lapiner was in his office when the tele- 
gram came. He hurried to Captain Col- 
leran’s private office and told the news he 
had received. While the father was being 
congratulated by the police and others in 
the station Captain Colleran received a tele- 
gram from Sheriff May of Painesville an- 
nouncing that the boy was found. 


Gerald to Reach Home Today. 

But Gerald, accompanied by his mother, 
will reach Chicago this morning over the 
Lake Shore roadi The two will be met at 
some point betweem Chicago and Painesville 
by Mr. Lapiner, who left this city last night. 
This plan was agreed upon in a conversa- 
tion Mr. Lapiner had with his wife by long- 
distance telephone, after he receivedthe tel- 
egram. With his ear at the receiver Mr. 
Lapiner sad: 

“Is that you, wife, and have you got 
Jerry?“ 

“Yes,” came the reply, “ it’s our boy, and 
no mistake this time.“ 

“ How is he getting along?” 

64 Fine.“ 

Are you going to wait for me?“ 

„I am undecided what to do.“ 

“Come home on the next train, and the 
balance will be attended to.“ 

„ But the kidnapers are under arrest here 
in Painesville, and we must appear against 
them.“ 

“You can’t prosecute them there. I am 
getting a requisition from the Governor, 
and will send a detective after them. You 
simply take the child and come home. I 
want to see the boy.” 

Detective Sergeant John Broderick left 
Chicago last evening with Mr. Lapiner. He 
went to interview the persons under arrest 
at Painesville, and, if possible, secure their 
confessions. He believes they are not the 
persons who stole the boy and took him 
from Chicago, and hopes through them to 
learn who were the principals in the crime 
of abduction. He will bring Collins and Mrs. 
Ingersoll to Chicago through the use of 
requisition papers if necessary. , 


Story of Child’s Disappearance. 

The Lapiner child disappeared from in 
front of his home, 4835 Prairie avenue, at 
9:30 a. m. on last Decoration day. There 
has been hardly a week since that time when 
some one has not come forward with a new 
clew to his whereabouts. Practical jokers 
and sharpers raised the hopes of the child’s 
mother by offering to bring him back for 
money. Clairvoyants and sentimental wom- 
en flooded the Lapiner house and police de- 
partment with suggestions as to where the 
child had gone and with letters of condo- 
lence. 

Chicago people had about made up their 
minds that the disappearance would go down 
in history as a parallel to the case of Charley 
Ross. The police have always maintained 
theories of their own, and have not prose- 
cuted the search with much vigor since the 
first month after the boy disappearéd. feck, 

Louis Lapiner and his wife made prepara- 
tions for a fishing trip last Decoration day, 
and dressed Gerald for the occasion. The 
boy was impatient to start, and it was due 
to that impatience, his parents claimed, that 
he stared ahead of the rest at 9:30 o’clock 
that morning. 


Is Seen Going Away. 

The child was seen by Margaret McAuley, 
12 years old, living across the street from 
the Lapiners, as he started south along the 
street alone. According to the story of the 
girl, while he was going down the street a 
woman, whom she did not know, came up 
and took his hand and led him south to 4839 
Prairie avenue. 

The woman left the child outside and en- 


tered the butlding, where she remained, but 


a minute or two. When she came out she 
again took the boy’s hand and started north- 
ward toward the Lapiner house. She was 
seen to lead the child directly past his home. 

No other witness except the 12-year-old 
girl could be found who had seen the child 
led away. There was little doubt about this 
clew being correct, however, as the child’s 
dress was sufficiently striking to attract at- 
tention. A few minutes later the girl saw 
the woman, still leading the child, turn into 
Forty-seventh street. After this every trace 
of woman and child appeared to have been 
lost, though the police and the father of the 
a apparently made diligent search for 
clews. 


Movements Traced Further. 

The only definite clew to the movements 
of the woman and child after they boarded 
a Forty-seventh street car was furnished 
by reporters for THE TRIBUNE on informa- 


tion derived from one of the passenger, who 


distinctly remembered them. It was learned 
positively that the woman had taken a 


Wentworth avenue car to Seventy-ninth 


street, where, still leading the child, 
she boarded a Chicago and Pastern Illinois 
train and rode either to Glenwood or Thorn- 
ton. It was learned definitely that a man 
accompanied the woman and child in the 
Forty-seventh street car and boarded the 
train with them at Seventy-ninth street. 
The search for the child was prosecuted 
apparently without respite by Lapiner, but 
the police, who claimed to have theories of 
their own on the disappearance, soon re- 
laxed their hunt. Mrs. Burch, 796 Forty- 
seventh street, gave the last authentic clew. 
She rode on the same car with the woman 
and child to Seventy-ninth street and was 
able to give an exact description of the 
boy’s dress. 
Reporters for THe TRIBUNE found the con-

Decatur at a.certain hour the child would be 
found in a buggy near by. Detectives and 
Mr. Lapiner went to the spot, a package 
was placed at the designated gpot, and a 
negro and a bloodhound hid in ambush with 
the detectives. This was on June 15. No 
one &ppeared to claim the money. On June 
16 another letter came asking Lapiner to 
leave $2,500 in a box near the Odell grave- 
yard. No attention was paid to this, how- 
ever.

FIRE IN OMAHA BLOCK TRAPS 
IN UPPER STORY. 


Two Are Dead and Nearly Two Score 
Are Injured—Were Attending Meet- 
ing of Lodges of Which They Were 
Members None of Those in the 
Building Escapes Unhurt—Flamés 
Cut O@ the Only Stairs—All Rest- 
dents of Nebraska. 


Omaha, Neb. March 21.—[ Special. I—As a 
result of what was at first said to be an 
explosion of a gasoline stove nearly two 
score women were imprisoned in the third 
story of the Patterson Block this afternoon. 

Thirteen of the women leaped to the stone 
pavement below. 

One was killed instantly and all the others 
more or less seriously injured, and a number 
are expected to die.

Cut Off from the Stairs. 

The women were forced to jump or be 
burned to death. The firemen did not 
arrive in time to save them from the out- 
side, because the building burned rapid- 
ly on the interior, cutting off the stairways. 

In a number of cases the women did not 
leap until they were badly burned and their 
clothes were on fire. 

The victims are all members of the wom- 
en’s branch of the Royal Neighbors and of 
the Maccabees, andat the time the fire broke 
out were in session in Labor Temple, which 
occupies the top story of the building. 

The explosion occurred in a closet under 
the stairway leading to the room occupied 
by the women, and from the first their es- 
cape from that direction was cut off. 

A fire escape was available on the opposite 
side of the building, but the only woman 
who had presence of mind sufficient to 
reach that point was Mrs. Brosier, and she 
fainted from excitement the moment she 
reached the ladder and dropped the full dis- 
tance. 

The victims are all more or less prominent, 
most of them being members of the Knights 
of the Maccabees, as well as the other or- 

They were in the lodgeroom at their secret 
work when cries from the street attracted 


their attention. 


Only two of the women made their way 
through the flames to the stairs, and es- 
caped, though severely burned.. 


Mrs. Holt Saves Her Child. 

Mrs. J. C. Holt came out in this way, but 
was parted from her 6-year-old daughter. 
As she reached the pavement in safety she 
discovered that her child was not with her. 
Though still suffering from her passago 
through the flames she went back to the 
third floor and brought her child down tn 
safety. 

Both were terribly burned. 

Mrs. Susie Allen appeared at a window 
and carefully surveyed the situation. She 
leaned far weut to save her face, and at the 
same time she encouraged others to hold 
on until rescuers arrived. 

Finally she could stand it no longer and 
motioned to the crowd below that she was 
about to jump. She carefully wrapped her 
skirts around her and leaped far out from 
the building. Her head struck the stone 
flagging. She was probably fatally injured. 

A number of the women, however, escaped 
with broken limbs and a few burns, They 
were picked up and taken to the doctors’ 
‘offices. 

Mrs. Taylor clung to a window until she 
became unconscious and was dead when 
picked up from the pavement. 


List of Injured Grows. 

Tonight the indications are that the loss 
of life may be greater than at first thought. 

Few of those who are hurt are able to give 
anything like a clear idea of the names of 
those at the meeting. 

A number of prominent members of both 
the Social Neighbors and the Knights of 
Maccabees are at the hospitals tonight try- 
ing, with their knowledge of the member- 
ship, to determine who were present other 
than those the police know to have been hurt. 

Tonight it was learned that Mrs. A. A. 
Smith of 1005 North Eighteenth street was 
among the dangerously injured and not ex- 
pected to live, and the names of Janitor Scott 
of Labor Temple, Mrs. French of South 
Omaha, and Mrs. Williams and Mrs: Thomas 
P. Thornton were added to the list of injured. 

There is some mystery surrounding the 
origin of the fire. It is commonly attributed 
to the explosion of a gasoline stove in a 
closet under the stairs leading to the lodge 
room. 

Janitor Scott, who was badly hurt early 
in the fire and was not found for some time, 
says this stove was not burning at the time. 

The Patterson block, the scene of the fire, 
was occupied by a number of secret societies. 
The building was built some years ago as 4 
speculation. 

The building was completely wrecked. 

The Thurston Rifles’ armory, which was in 
the second story, was cleared out by the 
members of the company with but slight loss.

did not attend any cases of ptomaine pol- 
poning, he said, but had heard of them. | 
Volonel Corliss said when he and the men 
bf the Seventh Regiment ate the canned 
Toast beef caused stomach troubles. 
“It was not roast beef; it was boiled | 

beef,’ said Dr. Senn, in describing the army 
ration, which wes labeled prime roast 
beef.” “It was boiled too much. It was 

tasteless and it lacked nutriment.“

ATLANTA STUCK 


GERS, DISABLED OFF RACINE. 
Six of the Original 53 Travelers and 
Fart of the Crew Make a Hazardous 
Journey to Shore—Tugs Sent to Re- 
Meve the Others and Release the 
Ship Fail te Reach It — Rescuers 
Wait on Shore tor Daring Deeds, if 


| [BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. |) 
Racine, Wis., March 21.—[Special.]—Forty- 
seven people are imprisoned tonight on the 
Goodrich liner Atlanta, aground in the lake 
harbor. A 
great field of ice over a mile in extent sur- 
rounds the steamer and defies the attempts 
of tugs from Chicago and Milwaukee to 
break through to the rescue of the steamer, 
and its release depends upon the wind chang- 
ing to the west and blowing the ice out into 
the lake, taking the boat with it. 
The Atlanta went aground at 1 o'clock this 
morning while attempting to make this 
harbor. The steamer left Chicago on Mon- 
day night with fifty-three passengers 
aboard. Southeast of Racine heavy winds 
and seas were encountered while attempting 
to dodge a great field of ice that lay between 
the steamer and the harbor. Captain Coch- 
ran muet have run hig boat too near the 
shore, for it suddenly went aground, but so 
easily that the passengers knew nothing cf 
the accident until morning. , 
When it was found the steamer wap help- 
less and at the mercy of the sea and ice an 
attempt was made to land the passengers. 
‘Six men, including E. H. Briggs of Chi- 
cago and William Shaver of Milwaukee, 
were in the landing party. An excited crowd 
on the shore watched the men as they clam- 
bered down the sides of the great black hulk 
— helpless in the ice and started shore - 
ward. 

Rescuer Reichert Nearly Drowned. ' 

A line had been run from the steamer to 
‘the shore. This was hitched to a small 
boat and willing hands on the beach pulled it 
over ice cakes to near shore, when it be- 
came wedged between two cakes. N. F. 
Reichert, Esra Evans, and John Williams 
walked out on the ice to extricate it. 
Reichert, while pushing at a cake of ice, 
lost his balance and fell into the icy water 
and was almost drowned before his com- 
rades could rescue him. | 

As the passengers reached the shore ice 
the rescuers on the beach clambered out 
on the shifting cakes and helped them 
ashore. en the last 
ground a. cheer went u om exc 
watchers on the land that was faintly 
echoed by the little crowd, that could be 
seen “huddled in the bow of the big boat 
far out in the center of the ice field. 

The peril of the landing was so great that 
no more passengers attempted to come 
ashore, but could be seen until the middle 
of the afternoon anxiously the deck 
looking shoreward. Then the fog settled 
down over the steamer and hid it and its 
passengers from the sight of the anxious 
watchers along the shore. 1 

Briggs Tells of the Mishap. 

E. H. Briggs of Chicago on landing said 
he had an important engagement in Mil- 
waukee this afternoon and was anxious to 
reach there, and for that reason alone took 
“the risk of coming ashore in the boat. He 
sald the steamer left Chicago last night 
with fifty-three passengers on board. It 
was a jolly party until midnight. before 
retiring he went into the smokjng-room and 
Mghted a cigar. A passenger came to him

Mr. Briggs said he went into the cabin. 
got his overcoat, and then went to an officer 
of the steamer who was writing at a table 
and asked him what truth there was in the 
report.

Mr. Briggs 
gaid his nerves were unstrung and he de- 
cided not to undress. 

At 1:80 o’clock he heard the steamer strike 
bottom, but thought it was in port. He did 
not sleep a wink during the night, and at 
5 o'clock this morning was startled at find- 
ing the ship locked in the ice off shore. He 
said but few passengers knew the steamer 
had stranded, and one woman ate her break- 
fast and came down on the main deck to 
go ashore, supposing the Atlanta was at 
dock in Milwaukee. 

William Shaver of Milwaukee, another 
passenger, said he thought the stranding 
could have been avoided, but people speak- 
ing for the company say the ice floe carried | 
the boat in shore with irresistible force. g 


Racine Hears the News. 

The first word to reach Racine of the 
stranding of the Atlanta was a telephone 
message at 7 o'clock this morning from 
Clinton Case, whose residence commnney a 
view of the lake, and who reported that a 
large steamer had run ashore at the mouth 
of the ravine half a mile south of Racine 
College. Captain Breckenfeld, who is in 
charge of the life-saving station at this 
point, hastily picked up a crew and hurried 
down the shore to do what was possible 
towards taking off the steamer’s passengers. 

Captain Wirth of the tug Dixon was ar- 
dered to go to the Atlanta’s aid. He made 
the attempt, but found he was powerless, 
as the harbor and shore were completely 
blocked with drift ice, against which his 
boat hammered in vain. ’ 

At 7 o’clock the stranded steamer was dis- 
covered to be the Goodrich liner Atlanta, 
which was due in this port at 1 o’clock this 
morning. At daylight four of the sailors of 
the Atlanta, the wheelman and three deck 
hands, managed to get ashore by making 
their way across theice. Several times they 
had narrow escapes from drowning, but by 
jumping from one ice cake to another and 
sometimes floating across patches of clear 
water on detached pleces of ice they reached 
the land almost exhausted and drenched in 
“icy water. 

These sailors said the Atlanta left Chi- 
cago last.evening with the wind blowing a 
kale from the east. When off Racine College 
the ice, blown by the wind, was so heavy 
that the first thing they knew they were 
aground on the sand south of the ravine. 
As the daylight grew stronger it was seen 
that the steamer was lying about 800 feet off 
shore, surrounded by a great fiel@ofice. 

Position of the Boat. 

The boat lay with its helm northwest, 
pointed straight towards the harbor en- 
trance. As the day advanced, the steamer 
gradually listed toport. Seafaring men who. 
examined the steamer’s position said that 
unless a strong east wind came up there 
was comparatively little danger, as at this 
point there is a sand and clay bottom,

help. The Atlanta draws twelve feet of 
water and its bows now rest in eleven and 
one-half feet, while the stern is in twelve

Commander of the Bennington Tells of 
1 the Flag Raising in Mid- 
Pacific. | 


Washington, D. C., March 21.—The condi- 
tions under which. Wake Island, midway 
between Honolulu and the Philippines, was 
taken by the Bennington on its voyage 
across the Pacific are given in a report from 
Commander Taussig, dated at sea two 
months ago.

There was no disagree- 
ment over the child, and, as far as I have 
been able to find out, over Mr. Shayne’s 
attentions to Hammond’s former wife. 
Hammond and Mr. Shayne have known 
each other for years, and used to be good 


-friends. I don’t know how long Mr. Shayne 


has known Mrs. Hammond. There was 
nothing in the divorce proceedings to con- 
nect Mr. Shayne with either in any way. I 
don’t know of any reason jn the world why 
he should have shot at Shayne yesterday 
any more than-any other day, as he knew 
his wife and Shayne were engaged when 
the announcement was first made. 


Mr. Shayne Makes His Will. 
“Mr. Shayne has just made his will. I 
cannot say whether any of his property was 
willed to Mrs. Hammond. Mr. Shayne has 
a 17-year-old son, Roy Merrywether, a stu- 
dent at Cornell, and who, I suppose, is al- 
ready on his way here. He also has two 
brothers, C. C. Shayne of New York and 
Thomas Shayne, who spends part of the 
time in Chicago. It is true that Mr. Shayne 
and Mrs. Hammond were at Hot Springs 
together and that they came back together 
last night. Mrs. Hammond’s son has been 
ill for some time, and it was partly for his 
health that Mrs. Hammond and her sister, 
Mra. II. H. McKay, went there six weeks 
ago. Mr. Shayne went there two weeks ago 


and they came back together. 


“Since the death of Mr. Shayne’s wife 
Mr. and Mrs. Frank Hardiker and John 
Nolan, a nephew of his, have lived with him. 
Mr. Hardiker is a bookkeeper and conſiden- 
tial clerk for Mr. Shayne.

Washington, D. C., March 21.—[Special. }— 
False reports of the death of ex-Secretary 
John Shermam caused some embarrassment 
to the officials and relatives of the statesman 
today. Secretary Hay called at the Sherman 
residence, but as Mrs. Sherman was too ill 
to be seen the Secretary left his card and a 
message of condolence. These were not 
delivered to the stricken woman, as it was 
decided to keep all information from her 
until tomorrow, when her physicians had de- 
cided to communicate the news of her hus- 
band’s supposed death. 


Every precaution was taken to keep her 


in ignorance, and policemen were stationed 
at the street corners near the Sherman 
home to prevent the newsboys yelling the 
news of the ex-Secretary’s death within 
hearing of the invalid. In addition to this 
a butler was stationed on the doorstep to 
prevent callers ringing the bell, as it was 
feared Mrs. Sherman would inquire the 
meaning of so many visitors. 

Every afternoon Mrs. Sherman is driven 
about the city for an hour or so, and at 3 
o’clock today expressed a desire to take 
her customzry drive. Her physician ad- 
vised her to remain indoors, which she. 
finally consented to do. 

Secretary Hay notified the diplomatic rep- 
resentatives of all the foreign nations of the 
death of Mr, Sherman, and it is supposed 
they in turn notified their governments. It 
became necessary to recall the notice, how- 


ever, when rumors were circulated that the 


report of Mr. Sherman's death was prema- 
ture. At first these rumors were not given 


‘credence, but late this evening a dispatch 


was received saying the Paris had reached 
Santiago and Mr. Sherman was improving.

Connection with Frank Hewitt’s 
Death Under McClurg Walls. 


The Coroner’s jury yesterday, in the in- 
quest on the death of Frank Hewitt, killed 
in Wabash avenue on March 11 by the falling 
wall of the burned McClurg building, re- 
turned a verdict placing the blame on the 
city 8 though not specifying the 
Gepartment at fault. Bome of the evidence 
brought out that gas escaped in quantities 
in the ruin, and papers from the basement 
found in the street seemed to bear out the 
theory of an explosion. The verdict was: 

Frank Hewitt came to his death from shock and 
injuries received by bim by being crushed by the 
falling upon him of an unsafe brick wall on March 
ll, which wall was part of the ruins of the bulid- 
ing at the northwest corner of Wabash avenue 
and Madison street, burned on Feb. 12 last, and 
from testimony submitted, we, the jury, believe 
that. had the sidewalk bordering said burned struc- 
ture been adequately guarded by barricades or other 
é$sential protection, the decedent would not have 
met death In the manner and form as shown by 
the testimony, and further this jury censures the 
city authorities for their criminal negligence in 
failing to provide proper protecton to the public, 
and we recommend that their negligence in the 
premises be made the subject of an investigation 
Wy the grand jury. 

Chief Swenie testified that it was the duty 
of the Building department to have danger- 
ous wal razed and sidewalks barricaded. 
He said he reported the dangerous Walls to 
the Building department. D. I. Lupkin, 
foreman of the Oriental Salwage Wrecking 
Agency, testified he was ordered to remove 
the barricades in Wabash avenue the day of 
the accident by inspectors of the Building 
department. Deputy Bach tried to prove 
that insurance companies were to blame for 
the walls not being condemned. Peter W. 
Kennedy and John J. Rice, Pinkerton men 
who were employed to watch the ruins, and 
Martin D. Coultry agreed that there was a 
strong smell of gas in the vicinity of the 
ruins before the accident. 

The grand jury is thought likely to makea 
- thorough investigation with reference to the 
death of Hewitt. The jury had adjourned 
for the day before the news of the verdict of 
the Coroner's jury reached the Criminal 
Court Butiding, and no notice was taken of 
the recommendation. One of the grand

WHAT MR. CARTER WILL DO. 
Mayor Harrison says apologetically that 
he would have done more street cleaning, 


it he had had more money at his dis- 


posal, He makes comparisons between 
New York and Chicago appropriations, as 
so many city officers have done before him, 
and lays great stress on the fact that while 
the Eastern city has only one-third the 
Chicago mileage of paved streets it ap- 
propriates four times as much money to 
keep its streets clean. : 
Chicagoans do not ask impossibilities. 
They know that the appropriation of $960,- 
000 for street purposes is not a large one 
considering everything that has to be done. 
They do not believe that any man with no 
more- money than that at-his command 
would be able to keep all fhe Chicago streets 
in immaculate condition. Any candidate 
for the Mayoralty who promises that he 
will do it, if elected, does not know what 
he is talking about, or is making promises 
he is aware he cannot keep. Mayor Har- 
rison made such promises two years ago, 
but he is not making them now. He con- 
fines himself to promising that whatever 
money is set aside for street purposes shall 
be expended economically and intelligently. 
That is all Chicagoans ask for. 
Observant citizens made up their minds 
Jong ago that the municipal revenues are 
not being expended intelligently and use- 
fully by the Harrison administration. 
They are convinced that a great deal more 


could have been done with the money ap- 


propriated for street cleaning, for instance, 
than has been done. They believe that a 
large percentage of the money has been 
wasted. They ascribe this to the persistent 
adherence of the administration to the 
spoils system and the consequent appoint- 
ment of inefficient subordinates. There 
is no question that if Mayor Harrison had 
accepted the merit system the streets 
would have been kept in much better con- 
dition, with no increased expenditure of 
money. Therefore what the city needs is 
a man who will enforce the merit system 
and thus secure the best possible results 
with its revenues. 

Mayor Harrison cannot be trusted to do 
that. He will not be a more efficient ad- 
ministrator during the next two years, if 
elected, than he has been during the last 
two years. He will not change his methods. 
He will not accept the merit system. But 
Mr. Carter, if elected, will enforce the civil 
service law. He will see to it that the 
employés of the city are competent and ef- 
ficient. Then, as an inevitable conse- 
quence, his administration will accomplish 
much more with the same amount of money 
than a Harrison administration can ac- 
complish. 

The appropriation ordinance which the 
Council passed day before yesterday sets 
aside nearly nine million dollars for cor- 
porate purposes other than the schools, the 
library, and the payment of interest. The 
nine millions will go to meet the expenses 
of the Department of Public Works, of 
the Police and Fire departments, etc. 
This money can be expended in such a 
manner that the city and its citizens get 
a full equivalent in services and materials. 
Or it can be so expended that the city gets 
20, 30, or 40 per cent less than it-ought to. 
That money can be expended, in part, to 
paying salaries and wages to men who do 
honest, full work, or in paying the same 
salaries and wages to men who do little or 
no work. Evidently it is better for Chi- 
cagoans that the city should get a dollar's 
worth of work for every dollar it pays out 
for work. 

That is one great reason why Mr. Carter 
should be elected Mayor rather than Mr. 
Harrison. The nine millions just appropri- 
ated will do more for the city when handled 
by him than if handled by Mr. Harrison, 
who is committed to wasteful administra- 
tive methods and cannot abandon them. 
Therefore, looking at the matter from a 
‘business point of view, Mr. Carter is the 
man to elect Mayor. He will not work 
miracles, but he will give the city an 
economical and intelligent administration.

Ever since Japan came into possession 
of Formosa and was despoiled of Port Ar- 
thur and Wei-Hai-Wei by Russia and Eng- 
lan@ it has been tacitly understood that the 
Japanese were to have Fo-Kien in case of the 
dismemberment of China. Good ports are al- 
ready scarce on the unmortgaged Chinese 
coast, and collistons among the various land- 
grabbing nations are already in sight. The 
present lines of cleavage show Japan and 
Austria as opponents. If Great Britain 
stands by Austria as it has by Italy it is 
Hkely to get the enmity of Japan. At any 
rate, the players are now all in the ring, and 
it will be an interesting thing to see how 
they group themselves.

In the twenty- 
seven years from 1870 to 1897 there was an 
increase of twelve in the number of States 
in which coal was produced, fuel being 
taken from twenty States in the earlier and 
from thirty-two States in the latter period. 
The increase has been especially rapid in 
Southern States, Alabama increasing from 
11,000 tons in 1870 to 5,262,000 tons in 
1897, Kentucky from 150,000 tons to 3,216,- 
000 tons, Tennessee from 133,000 to 2,500,- 
000 tons, and Virginia from 62,000 to 1,365, - 
000 tons. Prices in the period given have 
shown a marked decline. At Philadelphia, 
the principal market on anthracite, the 1870 
average was $4.39 per ton. In 1898 it had 
fallen to $3.50. Bituminous coal at Balti- 
2 in the same period fell from $4.72 to 
51.60. 

Nor is coal the only commodity in which 
this country is making strides which alarm 
the economists of the old world. Austria 
is disturbed, and with more or less reason, 
because of the inroads the United States 
is making in the trade heretofore enjoyed 
by that country in such industries as paper 
and sugar. The latter is considered the 
more important of the two, but in both the 
commercial advance of the United States is 
suflicient to attract attention.

PHILIPPINE COMMISSION AT WORK. 
President Schurman and his fellow-com- 


preparing a proclamation to the Filipinos, 
explaining the spirit in which the United 
States intends to fulfill the trust which 
it has undertaken. This is a proper way 
for the commission to begin its work, and 
while such a proclamation may not have 
‘much effect on the rebels now in the field, it 
may be expected to influence the non-com- 
batant Filipinos and prevent Aguinaldo 
from getting further recruits. In any 
event the rebellion seems to be on its last 
legs, however, and the rebels are not likely 
to gain many accessions. The commission 
can doubtless do a good work in reconcil- 
ing the natives to the new régime. If it 
could have gone to work six months earlier 
in the islands it might have prevented en- 
tirely the misunderstanding 
Aguinaldo and his clique have succeeded 
in creating. 

The primary object of the Philippine 
commission, of course, is to gather data 
upon which the President and Congress 
can formulate a definite policy for the 
government of the islands. Among the 
facts to be ascertained is that of the at- 
titude and capabilities of the various native 
tribes. The insurrection stirred up by 
Aguinaldo among the Tagalos is the most 
urgent and unfortunate phase of the situa- 
tion, but it is only-a temporary phase and 
even now it is by no means the whole 
Philippine question. The Tagalos are only 
one of the three main divisions into which 
the Filipinos may be divided, and the rebels 
are only a minority of that particular 
tribe. The second largest subdivision of 
the Filipinos consists of the Visayos, who 
inhabit the large central group of islands 
known as the Visayas. These people, 
whose chief cities are Lloilo and Cebu, have 
abandoned the insurrection and may be re- 
garded now as practically peaceful. The 
third subdivision—that of the Sulu Moslems 
in the south—is still an uncertain quanti- 
ty, but the Sulus have no more use for 
Aguinaldo than they had for the Spaniards. 

Upon all these tribes and groups it will be 
the duty of the commission to report. Its 
members are doing wisely in giving atten- 
tion first to the most acute phase of the 
situation, and if they can in any way 
hasten the reconciliation of the Tagalos 
they will deserye credit for their deeds 
as peacemakers. There are no mugwump 
theorists among them. Their initial pro- 
nunciamento will not advise the rebels to 
keep on fighting For their “liberty,” as 
Senator Mason would say, nor will it in- 
form them of the American government’s 
intention to kneel at Aguinaldo’s feet and 
present him with the sovereignty of the 
archipelago, as Norton, Gompers, et al. 
would like to see it do. The commis- 
siouers will simply call upon the rebels 
to lay down their arms and codperate with 
the American authorities in the interests 
of good government. 

As soon as the Filipinos can be made to 
realize that the United States is not Spain 
and that they will have more liberty under 
an American Governor General than under 
Aguinaldo or any other dictator, they will 
cease their hostility and become loyal sub- 
, Jects. In the meantime Generals Otis and 
Wheaton and Admiral Dewey are using 
the only arguments to that effect which 
Aguinaldo has shown himself capable of 
understanding. The indications are that he 
is already fairly on the way toward a full 
, comprehension of the situation.

THE LINCOLN MONUMENT PROPOSAL. 
The curious news comes from Springfield 
that, as it is next to impossible, on account 
of bad roads in the winter and spring, to get 
to the Lincoln monument, and as the pres- 
ent structure is falling to decay, it is pro- 
posed a new and permanent monument be 
erected on a site near the Capitol Building. 
The Lincoln monument is in Oak Ridge 
Cemetery, about two miles from the center 
of the City of Springfield. It is accessible 
by street car, and, considering the fact that 
it is the memorial of one whose fame is 
inseparable from that of Illinois, and is the 
pride and glory of the State ahd nation, it 
is surprising, to say the least, to learn that 
the road leading to the mausoleum is almost 
impassable at certain seasons of the year. 
As Oak Ridge Cemetery is Springfield’s 
“city of the dead,” it would naturally be 
supposed that civic pride would see that 
the road between the city and the cemetery 
should be kept in good condition. Spring- 
field may not care to have a noble memorial 
reared in the city itself. : 
But there are other considerations that 
this proposal for a new Lincoln monument 
suggests. In the first place, the present 
structure, according to Governor Tanner's 
message of last week, is not the ruin that 
those interested in having a Lincoln me- 
morial reared in Springfield represent. The 
Governor thinks $100,000 may be neces- 
sary to put the mausoleum in permanent re- 
pair. The foundation and base of the obe- 
lisk are solid, the masonry amd materials 
are excellent, and all that is necessary is to 
repair the exterior walls and foundations of 
the terrace surrounding the shaft. 
There are, moreover, historic and senti- 
mental reasons why the present monument 
should be made the permanent memorial

How British Trade and Wealth Have 
Kept Pace with Expansion of Terri- 
tory and Population Within the Last 
Thirty Years. 


land’s colonial system is not accepted 
as a model for this country, nor is there 
any party, large or small, proposing that it 
should be. But as a development in the 
world’s affairs, a tide in civilization, an on- 
ward march of the Anglo-Saxon race and a 
rapid diffusion of the English language, it 
is well worth the study of all intelligent peo- 
e. The London Spectator mekes the strik- 
ng remark that the expansion of the Brit- 
ish empire is due to two causes, one eco- 
nomic and one moral, the moral being by 
far the more important of the two.“ The 
moral side is a deep racial and philosophic 
question, and will not be considered here. 
A large theme is presented by the material 
features of the case. A paper by Sir Robert 
Giffen read in London before the Royal 
Colonial Institute gives the figures of Brit- 
ish exbansion between the years 1871 and 
1897. They are certainly impressive. Noth- 
ing in history, for extent and rapidity, 
equals, within the same length of time, the 
British advance in those twenty-six years. 
In 1871, according to Sir Robert’s footings, 
the British empire, including Egypt and the 
Soudan, embraced a territory of 13,000,000 
square miles, with 420,000,000 Inhabitants, 
about one-fourth of the earth’s population. 
Of this number 50,000,000, or less than one- 
eighth, were of English speech and race. 
Between 1871 and 1897 England added to its 
territory, excluding Egypt and the Soudan, 
2,854,000 square miles, and to its population 
125,900,000, in both cases more than a fourth 
of the whole. The increase in the English 
race itself @uring the same time was but 
12.500.000. Most of the territorial increase 
was by annexation. The revenue of the 
British empire in 1897 was £257,653,000, and 
the imports and exports were £1,375,000,000. 
The increase since 1871 amounted to £115,- 
143,000 for revenue, more than 40 per cent 
of the present total, and the increase in im- 
ports and exports was £428,000,000, about 
one-third of the present amount. Since 1871 
the revenue of the self-governing English 
parts of the empire have increased from 
£85,000,000 to £145,000,000, and the imports 
and éxports from £789,000,000 to £1,036,-

1 love again to note the pure and stead- 
fast simplicity and austerity of my friend. 
He was just Joseph Medill to the end of the 
story—sweet and clean, simple and modest, 
in his life, in his habit and demeano;, in the 
way he carried himself before men, and he 
never seemed to be saying, Now, look at 
me. Consider who I am. I was a poor boy 
on a farm once, and see now what I am—a 
self-made man.’ He was too modest to be 
talking about his being a self-made man, toc 
modest—and silence in this, as always, is 
golden. He must have pondered that preg- 
nant question we should all ponder: Who 
made thee to differ? and found the one true 
enewer, God. 

I used to think in the early time that my 
friend was not a man with a tender and 
sweet nature. I was mistaken, as you know 
best who knew him best. You see he hada 
stern and hard day’s work to do, a stern and 
hard battle to fight, and he must fight in full 
and strong armor. All such men must do 
that. But a gentle heart beat beneath the 
armor—gentle as Sydney’s on the battlefield 
in the old times. 

And now do you ask me what was hig 
faith in God, his religion? I answer, this all 
lay in his life, in his character, in his noble 
manhood; in one word, in his noble manhood, 
indeed, for that tells the whole story. In 
all these years I never asked him what he 
believed, for I did not caretoask. The reve- 
lation lay, I say, in the life he lived. His 
faith, for me, was proven by his work, and his 
work lay in the great journal to which he 
gave faithfully and honorably his life. This 
I have always said was the work it was given 
him to do by the Giver of every good and 
perfect gift. And now the work is done. The 
word was said to him also: ‘ Be thou faith- 
ful unto death and I will give thee the crown 
of life.” And so I have come to my old home 
city to speak as I do now of my dear old 
friend and to téstify to that I have seen. 

And is there no word more? Yes, dear 
friends, there is another word more. How 
shall we doubt that for one so true, there 
must be other, nobler work to do?

Aguinaldo’s follow- 
ers. General Otis and the members of the 
commission have been given discretionary 
powers in the matter, but the President has 
intimated to them that he has no objec- 
tion to permitting the Spanish officials to 
pay a ransom to Aguinaldo if they think 
this course is proper. 

President McKinley acted on representa- 
tions made by the French government 
through M. Cambon, the French Ambassa- 
dor here. It is claimed the 500 prisoners 
are being persecuted and that their condition 
is so horrible that this government should 
consent to their release. General Rios, the 
Spanish commander in the Philippines, was 
conducting negotiations with a view to 
ransoming these prisoners when General 
Otis ordered them stopped. 

Otis took this action because he feared 
if Aguinaldo should receive money from 
any source whatever he would be able to 
continue hostile operations that much 
longer. The rebel leader was extrav in 
his demand and asked that $2,000, be 
paid him as a.ransom. It is understood 
the Catholics are willing to make up a purse 
with which to buy off Aguinaldo, who has 
already sold himself to Spain. The ques- 
tion as to whether the negotiations will 
be allowed to proceed lies entirely with 
General Otis and the commissioners, but 
it is believed that in view of the President's 
Suggestion the suffering prisoners will soon 
gain their liberty. |

ago the preliminary Public Buildings.

Afiter a 
close examination of the law which is al- 
ready in force in Illinois, together with the 
fact that Governor Tanner has recommended 
that the Legislature enact a law suggested 
by the Treasury department officials, it was 
decided to proceed with the work. 

The building at Elgin will cost $100,000, 
half of which has been appropriated. If the 
site is located on a corner lot it must be 140 
feet wide by 142 deep, but if on an inside lot 
it must be 140 by 182 feet. The Freeport 
building will cost $75,000, of which $37,500 
has been provided. The site for this will be 
130 feet by 140 if located on a corner, but 
must be 40 feet wider if an inside iot is select- 
ed. The Joliet building will cast $100,000 
and the site will be 150 by 170 feet. That at 
Monmouth will cost $47,000, more than half 
of which has already been provided The 
building in Congressman Reeves’ home will 
cost $50,000 and the site on which it will stand 
will be 135 feet wide and 135 feet deep. 

The reason for providing lots of a greater 
width where they are nct located on a corner 
is to conform to the fire Hmits imposed by 
Congess.

As a result of the investigation begun yes- 
terday by the Civil Service commission into 
the charges of crooked work in the building 
of the North Side intercepting sewer, a com- 
mittee will go to Lakeside avenue, just east 
of Sheridan road, this morning and examine 
the sewer to determine whether three rings 
of brick were put into the sewer there by 
Coughlin & Pond, the contractors, as de- 
manded by the specifications, or whether, as 
has been charged, the sewer was built of only 
two rings. City Engineer Spangler will open 
the sewer at the point indicated and Alder- 
man Cullerton will be present to inspect it. 

The investigation grew out of charges filed 
by Superintendent of Sewers Davidson 10.00. 
against John McNulty, a former civil serv- 
ice inspector, who is accused of allowing 
faulty work by the contractors. The charge

He said he was afraid to do 
that, as he would lose his position. Other 
witneeses called partly corroborated him in 
the statement he would incur the enmity of 
his superiors by reporting the defects to 
others than those directly over him. 

McNulty made the statement he practically 
could be discharged by the head of the de- 
paftment if he did not please that official.
